John Davenport died at his home, 
2804 Per»z 
Street 
yesterday morn- 
tig 
at 
3:45 o’clock. 
He 
was a 
former resul* nt 
of Bandera and had 
made his home here since 1911. 
At 
the time of hi* death he was em ­ 
ployed by the United States Govern­ 
ment, 
He is survived by his widow, 
two sons, Ralph and William; his fa­ 
ther, W. H. Davenport of 
San An­ 
tonio; five brothers, O G end Sam of 
San Antonio, 
Mark and William Jo ­ 
seph of Bandera, and Hat H .o f Dallas. 
Burial will be made at Hondo this af­ 
ternoon under the direction of P >rt**r 
Loring,—San Antonio Express, Feb­ 
ruary 20. 
The body of the late Mr. Davenport 
arrived at Hondo or. the 12:55 train Sun 
day afternoon and was carried to the 
home of his father-in-law, Mr. J. T. 
Smith, to aw ait the funeral hour, 3:00 
o ’clock. 
While the deceased was practically 
unknown here his passing neverthe­ 
less attracted more than a passing no­ 
tice 
from 
the 
fact 
that his wife 
(nee Cordelia Smith) 
is 
a 
Hondo 
girl, born and reared here, toe daugh­ 
ter of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. T. Smith, 
To her. aud to her two little orphaned 
sons, y.-t too young to realize the over­ 
whelming m isfortune that has overtook 
them, the sympathy of our people go 
out in unstinted measure. 
It was known here for som 
days or more prior to his death 
Mr. Davenport was desp rateiy ill hut 
everyone counted on his robust phy­ 
sique to stand him in good stead in the 
terrible struggle he was making with 
the Grim Reaper that he might re­ 
main the com fort anti 
protector of 
his loved ones, hut in -pite of his heroic 
efforts his soul took ifs ti 
last Sat­ 
urday morning, 
He was first attacked 
by influenza; anaemia developed and 
der pi ta* all that m-dical science and de­ 
voted nursing could do the malady pro­ 
gressed to a fatal termination. 
The funeral occurred from the Smith 
residence in the southern part of the 
town. 
D. I. Hiler of Sabinal, a minis­ 
ter of the Christian Church, delivered a 
brief address hdd offered up a prayer, 
following which the procession wended 
its way and the mortal remains of 
John Davenport now await the Resur­ 
rection Morn in the Hondo cemetery. 
May a kindly Heavenly bather who 
notes even the sparrow ’s fall, watch 
oyer, com fort and protect his widow 
and orphaned babes rn their irrepara­ 
ble lews ia the prayer of ail our people.

County Teacher! Meet. 
Upon call of the County Superb - 
ten dent th** teacher*of Medina Couuty 
met at lim court houston hfebruary 
19th, 1921, with sixteen rural districts 
and twenty-two teachers represented. 
Hondo and D’Hanis Independent Dis­ 
tricts w»*re also represented. 
Superintendent SaaihotF 
discussed 
various school matters with ins teach­ 
ers, among them were school registers 
and term reports. 
He stressed the 
necessity of having these reports ac­ 
curate. 
I ti*- Bot k Requi ition was taken up 
and alt teachers wore supplied with 
necessary blanks for requisition 
for 
new books. 
The Annual Report for state text 
hoi ks 
req ires 
careful stu< y. 
Mr. 
Saathoff urged the teachers to use ad 
diligence to have all the reports sent 
to the Department correct. 
All Use schools reported ample tr x t 
books on band. 
A few schools h a v e a 
surplus, 
i his surplus is due to the 
fsct that several families have moved 
from the immediate district. 
The free t♦ xt book law was discuss­ 
ed. 
Apparent y it seemed that all the 
teachers wi re in favor of the free 
text bot k and would not go on record 
as opposing the law. 
The circular 
ten I letter sent out tty the Parent-Teacher 
that 
Association of Pearsall, opposing the 
text bo< k law, was tabled. 
The 
County Interscholastic 
Meet 
was discussed at length. 
Nearly all 
the teachers present had paid their 
dues to the State and expressed their 
willingness of entering the Meet. 
The 
teachers recommended that the County 
Meet should he h* ld at Hondo. 
The 
time and pibce for the Meet will be 
decided by the executive committee of 
which Prof. Smith of Devine is Di­ 
rector General.

Please allow me space in your valua­ 
ble paper to thank our white friends 
for their attendance and liberal contri­ 
butions to our concert which was given 
on the night of February 22 (W ashing­ 
ton’s birthday). 
This concert

given foi the benefit of getting sport­ 
ing goods for the colored school; it is 
the aim of the teacher to make the 
school the center of attraction for old 
as well as the young; the environment 
of the child has an important bearing 
upon his success for future citizenship, 
therefore the schoolroom and grounds 
should be made attractive. 
Permit me to again thank you for 
your support. 
A good colored 
school in Hondo 
means much to the white people of the 
city; it means better laborers, better 
farmers, better house servants, better 
cooks, 
better 
w a s h women, 
better 
laundries. 
It means to take the idle 
girl and toy off the streets and pre­ 
pare them tor future usefulness; they 
should be taught honesty, truthfulness 
and to be lawabiding citizens. 
I don’t think the time has vet come 


t h a t colored teachers should teach such 


s u b j e c t s as physics, geometry, Greek, 


a n d Latin and higher subjects in our 
school, but deal with such subjects as 
will better tit the rising generation for 
such avenues of life as will better pre­ 
pare them to make an honest living 
and better citizens.
